Jockey Englander rode a couple of winners and was 
just nosed out on Nettie Carita. This youngster is 
coming to the front rapidly. Mountain also scored 
again while Miller did not ride a winner. 

The steeplechase was a well contested race and 
was won by the l*est horse under present conditions.

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THAT CANADIAN BETTING DECISION. 

As a matter of importance to racing and in racing 
jurisprudent* the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of Ontario is here given in full. It was at 
first widely printed that the decision was a great 
blow to Canadian racing, but consideration of its 
full text shows that it is simply nothing more 
than an annoy a nee. in essence the decision *is that 
lotting within a racetrack enclosure on races run 
over the track is legal, but not if carried on from 
a fixed booth or Iwx such as bookmakers ordinarily 
use. It is u line example of legal hairsplitting 
under which the layers and backers must amble 
about from place to place while lietting: something 
after the Beimitig style. The decision was not 
unanimous, three out of five judges concurring. 
Chief Justice Fitzpatrick handed dowu the following 
decision in behalf of the majority: 

This case comes before us by way of appeal from 
a judgment of the Court of Appeal for Ontario, which 
continued » conviction by the Police .Magistrate for 
Hie city of Toronto on a ease reserved for the opin- 
ion «d' tiiat court. A statement of the facts will be 
found in 1*2 Ontario Law Re | suds, page 615. The 
offense with which the defendants were charged lie 
fore the Police Magistrate was, as stated in t lie 
reserved case, that of keeping a disorderly house, 
to wit; a common betting bouse. Section 1!»7 of the 
criminal code defines a common lM*tting house “as 
a. house, oil ice or other place opened, kept or used 
for the purpose of betting between persons resorting 
thereto and the owner, occupier or keeper thereof.” 

Section 198 enacts that every one is guilty of an 
indictable offense and liable to one year’s imprison- 
ment who keeps a common betting house as herein- 
before defined. 

it has been found as a fact by t lie Police Magis- 
trate. admitted by all the Judges lie low. and not 
seriously denied by counsel for defendants at the 
argument here, that the licttiug booth used by tiie 
defendants must Ik- held upon the authorities (Pow- 
ell vs. Kciiipton Park. 1889, A. U. 143, and Brown vs. 
Patch. 1899. 1 Q. B. s:>2), to be a place within tin* 
meaning of section 197. The defendants were con- 
victed by the police magistrate on the ground that 
to use such a lietting booth as was described by 
the witnesses for tin* purpose of lietting lx* tween 
I tern ms resorting thereto, and the owner, occupier 
or keeper thereof, is an 'udic table offense under 
sections 197 and 198 of tin* criminal cod<*. 

On a reserved case the decision was upheld bv 
the Uourt of Appeal for Ontario, Meredith, J.. and 
Harrow, J., dissenting. It was not denied that the 
defendants used the [moths in question for the pur- 
pose of lietting with all comers, but it was |Hit for- 
ward as a defense to the charge that the lionths 
or movable stands having liecn erected on the prem- 
ises of an incorporated racing association to lie 
used f<*r the purpose of making lads during the ac- 
tual progress of a race meeting brought the defen- 
dants within the proviso of section 204. 

Section 2**1 declares every one guilty of an indict- 
able offense, who: 

(a) Uses or knowingly allows any part of any 
premises under his control to in* used for the pur 
jMise of recording or registering any liet or wager 
or selling any pool, or 

(i*i Keeps, exhibits or employs in any part of any 
premises under his control any device or apparatus 
for the purpose of recording any bet, wager, etc., or 

<e> Becomes the custodian or depositor of any 
money wagered, or 

(d) Records or registers any bet or wager. 

Ity sub section 2 <»f section 204 it is expressly de- 
clared that tiie provisions of the section shall not 
extend to bets between individuals or to bets made 
on the racecourse of an incorporated association 
during the actual progress of a race meeting. These 
words were added as an amendment when the crimi- 
nal einle was enacted in 1S92. 

Bets between individuals are not illegal at com- 
mon law. and the pro'flsion* of this section do not 
extend to I h - 1 s between individuals or to bets made 
• in tin* rare course of an incorporated association 
during the course of a race meeting. I quite agree 
that the amendment of 1SP2 was intended to reserve 
tin- race courses of inror|wirated associations as 
places where In-ts might be recorded and registered, 
and any apparatus «>r structure used for tin* more 
eoiivniently recording such liet or la-ts providing 
this was done during the actual progress of a race 
im*eting. were exempted from thf* operation of that 
section. 

But to use a place for the purpose of recording 
or registering Lets or wagers is something entirely 
different from using a place for the purpose of 
betting between persons resorting thereto and the 
owner or occupant thereof. 

Bets between individuals or l»ets made on the 
race course of an im-orporated association during 
the actual progress of a race meeting can l** 
recorded in auv place used for that purpose, but to 
keep place whether within or without the grounds 
of a racing association for the purpose of lotting, 
whether during the progress of a_ race meeting or 
not. is an offense under section IDT. 

In my opinion two distinct and separate *datu- 
tory offenses are created by sections 197 and -M4. 
and that which may be invoked successfully as it 
4efeii*e in ope case cannot avail in the otUtT. 



keep a place for making bets which may lie recorded 
at that place or elsewhere and to k«K*p a place for 
recording liets wherever made, are distinct and 
separate acts, each of which have liecn made of- 
fenses. and each of which are declared to subject 
the offenders to different (tensities. 

The exception created by sub-section 2 of sec- 
tion IN ► I . with respect to anything therein, docs not 
apply to those places that are kept for the purpose 
of betting. I do not understand the rule of construc- 
tion to Ik* that all the sections of the code dealing 
with nuisances are to Ik* read together to see how 
they can Ik* made to harmonize any more than the 
sections dealing with offenses against the person 
or against property. Distinct and separate acts are 
by these sections declared to lie common nuisances, 
and tin* only question to Ik* considered is. do the 
facts proved in evidence support the charge as 
laid in each particular case? 

No useful pur (wise can lie served by going over 
the ground already covered by the Thief Justice of 
Ontario in the Uourt of Appeal. I quite agree with 
him that the intention of Parliament, which can 
only Ik* gathered from the language it has used, 
was to exempt from the operation of section 204. 
lietting on race courses controlled by incorporated 
associations during the actual progress of a race, 
but not to sanction the existence of lietting houses 
on such race courses at such times and under such 
circumstances. Section 197 makes no exception, at 
all times and under all circumstances lotting 
houses are prohibited, and it is not for tills court 
to introduce into this clause qualifying expressions 
which tiie legislature has not chosen to put there. 

The dissenting opinion filed by Judge Davis in 
behalf of himself and Judge Girouard sensibly 
said in part: 

‘‘In my opinion the special privilege or per- 
mission conceded by the sub-section to carry on 
lietting in a s|iecinl place and at a special time ami 
with reference to special races, necessarily permit 
tod all acts ordinarily essential to t lie carrying out 
of the substantial purposes. 

‘*lf the amendment made to the exempting sub- 
section, contemporaneously witli tin* introduction 
of the new sections 197 and lt)K, penalizing the 
common lietting house did not operate to exempt 
betting made ami recorded at such house or place 
when confined within the limitations expressed in 
the amendment then it appears to me to lie quite 
meaningless iiecause all betting made lie tween indi- 
viduals had already lieen exempted, as also all liets 
which were payable to tiie owner of tin* horse racing. 
Tiie only effect of tiie amendment could lie to ex- 
tend tiie sanction of the clause to betting at the 
common betting house made between tiie keeper 
of the house ami outside parties, when erected on 
the race grounds and which lietting was confined 
within special limitations expressed in the amend- 
ment. 

“Keeping a house or place for the purpose of 
lietting between persons who resort thither to bet 
with the keejier of such bouse or place is an indict- 
able offense within section 197 of the code, but it 
is not such an offense when it is kept on the grounds 
of an incorporated race association and the sole 
and exclusive purpose for which it is kept is 
for the special classes of lotting defined and limited 
by the sub-section of 204.’*
